Mrs. Galpin. the 
only

child of Victor Oastro. the first white 
Infant born in the Presidio 
of

Francisco, claims that she. is tho law- 
ful owner of the land by right of a 
Mexican grant to her father in 1847 
giving him the eobrantc lands of the 
Eatichos San .Antonia. cm which the 
city of Oakland now stands, San Pab- 
lo. Pino!e, Valencia and Morago. The 
tract which she claims title to extends 
from San Pablo to Martinez and was 
purchased recently from the separate 
settlers by the water companies. 


SUIT IN CONTRA COSTA. 


The papers of the suit wnro filed 


yesterday 
morning: in Contra Costa 


county. The proceedings will be sup- 
plementary, for there is now pending 
in the supreme court of California the 
appealed case of Julia B. Galpin vs. 
Edson Adams and one hundred others 
to quiet title to the lands in question. 
She 
was non-suited in the Superior 
court. 
Tho defendants in the 
first 


suit have transferred their rights to 
the defendant water companies 
and 


the present action is to prevent the 
issuance of bonds upon the land, 
in 


•which case every bond holder 
would 


possess an equitable right in the land 
and cause a m u l t i p l i c i t y of suits.

ROMANTIC HISTORY. 
The story of .Mrs. Onlpin's claim to 


;.the lands in Contra. Costa county in- 


volves much of the delightful and ro- 
mantic 
history of early California. 
Her father. Victor Castro, was the son 
of Lieutenant Don Juan Castro, 
the 
Spanish commander of tin-, bar?aeks 
at Fort Mason. 
He was brought up 
about the hills of San Francisco and 
•when he became of age joined 
the 
troops of Mexico. 


In 1847 the Mexican government granted 
to Victor Castro the sobranu- of i'ho four 
great ranches in Contra Costa and Ala- 
meda counties. Yet before surveys ctmld 
be made or his rights established the 
Mexican war broke out and Castro went 
with the Mexican army. The treaty ot 
Guadalupe Hidalgo, which terminated' the 
war, guaranteed all rights nnd properties 
of Mexican citizens, and as s. ion as 
Victor Castro returned to California he 
presented his petition to the land com- 
missioners appointed Uy the I'nited States 
govmment and asked that his tract be 
surveyed and his title established. Or. 
recommendation of the commissioners the 
court created by Congress to judge such 
land claims made a decree confirming tho 
Ecbrante and the title thereto to Castro.

CLAIMED. 


iTrs. Galpin alleges in her complaint 
-ut through the delay on the part of the 
Tovernment In surveying the live great 
. rnch.es her father's sobrante was not of- 
ficially located and a patent Issued upon 
H until 1883. thirty years after tlie first 
petition was filed. She says that in the 
meantime settlers moved 
In 
upon 
her 
father's land and that he was powerless 
to eject them, hese settlers transferred 
tha lands and had deeds recorded and 
conveyed to purchasers of the land. In 
1888 Castro began suit against these set- 
tlers but it was not decided against him 
until 1900. He died shortly after and Mrs. 
Malpln, his sole 
surviving heir and 
ylxecutrix of his will, took the case to the 
"npreme Court. 
The complaint filed yesterday declares 
that John H. Spring secured the rights 
and titles of the settlers on the sobrante 
and sold tnem to the Syndicate Water 
Company, which now hns possession and 
uses the water to supply Berkeley and

volver, fully loaded. 


Insane love of the popular singer is 


supposed to have been the cause of 
threats to kill, and the police stated to- 
night that they would hold Dorso un- 
til a thorough examination In regard 
to him had been made. 


Dorso derlared that he resided at 


2G14 Lombard street and that he had 
been one of the owners of the Broad- 
v. ay theater. 


Evidently well acquainted with the 


ways of the stage, and able to speak 
Itr.iian tluently, the good-looking man | 
found no difficulty in getting past the j 
doorkeeper at the stage entrance on I 
Friday night. Adaberto was there and I 
Dorso 
introduced 
himself 
to 
her.

Join 


San Joaquin Valley 
With the Ocean Shore 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 29. — The 


Monterey, Fresno and Eastern Rail- 
road Company was incorporated yes- 
terday with a. capital stock of $5,000,- 
000, of which $154,000 has already been 
subscribed. 
Alfred D. Bowen, presi- 


dent, who holds $146,000 of the sub- 
scribed stock, stated that It was tho 
intention of the directors to begin con- 
struction Avork in May. He said that 
it was the company's primary pur- 
pose to build a cross-country line from 
the heart of the San Joaquin Valley 
to the Harbor at Monterey, tout he did 
not deny that it was the ultimate in- 
tention of the road to build across 
the Sierras Into Nevada and tap the 
rich mineral belt. 
> 


If such is the intention of the com- 


pany, San Francisco 
will have not 


only a shorter and more direct route 
into the gold-producing: section of Ne- 
vada than is now possible over the 
Southern Pacific, but will be several 
hours closer to this valuable section 
than ^Los Angeles will be when the 
Clark roads are completed. 


"I am not at liberty to talk of our 


plans east'of Fresno," said President 
Bowen last ni(;ht, "for the reason that 
our projected line beyond that point 
is not yet matured. 'However, we have 
made arrangements to put into opera- 
tion a short, well-equipped line from 
Fresno to Monterey. 
The road will 


be operated by steam at first, but we 
expect to convert it soon into an elec- 
tric line. 


"The new road will be 140 miles long 


and will cost, according to our esti- 
mate, 
about 
?3,000,000. 
The route, 


which is already surveyed, starts from 
Monterey and runs through Salinas, 
San Juan, Hollister and the Pacheco 
Pass to Los Banos, and to Fresno. 
Terminal facilities and rlghts-of-way 
have for the most part already been 
secured." 


Alfred Bowen Is an experienced rail- 


road org-anizcr, having.been the orig- 
inal promoter of the Ocean Shore line. 
He states, however, that the new road 
is not in any way affiliated with the 
Ocean Shore on this end or with the 
Salt Lake road on the other, and re- 
fused to say what connections with 
eastern railroads the directors .of the 
new company expect to make In tha 
event that the road is built on into 
Nevada. 
_ It is probable that a telegraph line 
along the new road will be erected, 
as In the amount subscribed $100 a 
mile is provided for a telegraph line 
as required by law. 
The articles of 


incorporation also provide 
that 
the 


railroad company organize and con- 
duct an express business. 


The stock of the new enterprise Js 


divided into 50,000 shares at $100 each. 
Of these 30,000 are common and 20,- 
000 preferred. 
The preferred stock- Is 


non-assessable and cannot be attached 
by creditors. After January 1, 1912. 
the dividends on the preferred stock 
will be cumulative.

per, which is dated "On the ,20th ot 
December, 1906," wa» In the mail that 
was delivered to the secretary of the 
board of education today. Its con- 
tents were of a character csJculatad to 
create-an Immediate disturbance, -and 
it was evidently Intended to do so. 
The paper Is printed for the most part 
in Japanese, but there are a little more 
than two short 
columns of English 


text on the first pagb, and the text 
furnishes reading so Interesting that 


the matter has been called to the at- 
tention of the government at Wash- 
ington, and the secret service rilen irill 
tomorrow go out on a still hunt to nnd 
the man or group of men behind "The 
Revolution." 
The incendiary looking headline* ot 
the paper really consist ot two Japa- 
nese characters, which spell the name 
of the publication, namely, "Kakumel," 
or "The Revolution." Under that Is a 
terse statement Iti Japanese of the pur- 
pose of the publication, and etlll lower 
down, what purports to be the platform

Thrilling Tale of 
Disaster Is 


Brought to San Francisco by 
Survivors of Crew 
of 
the 


American Ship Great Admiral 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 29.—A wo- 


man and seventeen men were cast 
adrift on the remnant of the deck- 
house of the American ship Great Ad- 
miral when "that vessel was blown to 
pieces in a terrific gale December €th, 
two hundred miles west of Cape Flat- 
tery in the Pacific. For two day* and 
nights the crew clung to the bit of 
wreckage and were tossed about by the 
mountainous seas which nearly drag- 
ged them to death. In the middle of 
the first night the roof of the deck- 
house parted and the two fragments 
drifted apart The cabin boy and the 
cook died from exposure and their 
bodies were dropped into the sea. 
December 6 the nearly dead crew 


were rescued by the British bark Bar- 
coe, .bound from Vancouver to Ade- 
laide and-on Christmas eve they were 
transferred to the American ibark An- 
drew Welch from Honolulu to Ban 
Francisco. 
The Andrew .Welch ar- 


rived in port this evening and will be 
in quarantine until daylight tomorrow.

Right in the midst of this tur- 


moil Trinity church stands silent 
and brooding in her graveyard. 


It was a cold, misty day. We 


wandered through the paths and 
felt transported to the dignified 
old times when American states- 
men and patriots toiled and 
fought to preserve our Republic. 
The names on the slabs, some of 
them scarcely discernible, were 
good old American names.

ANNAPOLIS, Dec. 29.—Within 500 


yards of the State House and the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion, which at that -"cry 
moment was housing Edwin S. War- 
ftela, Governor of Maryland, a mob of 
twenty-five or thirty men broke down 
the door of the Annapolis jail early 
today and dragged forth Henry Devis, 
a negro, who on last Friday attacked 
Mrs. John Reid, a white worfian, aged 
CO. 
Then the mob hurried the negro 


to a vacant lot on College Creek, a 
quarter of a mile away, strung him up 
to a limb of a tree and riddled him 
with bullets. 


Little or no resistance was offered 


by the prison guards. 


As early as 11 o'clock last night, It 


appears, the mob 'began to collect on 
St. John's College campus. After mldL 
night the crowd entered Senior Hall, 
where some blackened 
their 
faces, 


while others donned masks. A'few of 
the students were awakened and came 
down to watch the proceedings, but did 
not interfere or give an alarm. 


TRIED TO SHUT OFF LIGHTS. 
On its way to the Jail the mob stop- 


ped at the Annapolis gas plant and 
tried to enter. It is presumed it was 
the intention to cut off the town lights. 


The negro was carried through the 


negro section of the city, but no one 
interfered. 
"When people appeared at 


the windows they -were warned to re- 
main in doors if they did not want 
harm to come -to them. The police per- 
mitted the mo'b to have its way.

Smallwood 
refused 
to 
admit him, 


whereupon he left. Soon afterward the 
mob appeared before the jail -with a 
whipping -post and endeavored -to bat- 
ter down the door. Unsuccessful with 
this means, they procured a sledge and 
pickaxe and broke open the door. 


SHERIFF PLEADS WITH MOB. 
The crowd rushed -the four officers 


gathered inside, covering them with 
their revolvers. 
Smallwood pleaded 


•with the intruders to let the law take 
its course. He was told, he says, :'Get 
up -these stairs; we want that nigger," 
and "'We'll get him or kill every man 
in the Jail." 


At the point of a pistol Warden 


George Taylor surrendered the keys. In 
a few moments more Davis was secur- 
ed and carried out bodily. He made no 
resistance. 


His appearance was greeted with 
yells. He -was kicked and beaten by 
members of the lynching party and 
dragged to College Creek, where, on be- 
ing closely questioned, he confessed, 
exclaiming: "Yes, I did It, and I would 
do it again, live or die."

ALL WERE RELATED. 


Young "Billy" 
Bywaters and 
the 


Strother boys wert born and raised in 
the county—In the foothills of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains.

exception of "Phil," are older than By- 
w-ateis chummed together when they 
weie boys, and Bywaters was a fre-

sports. 


Miss Viola Strother 
the young- 


est of three sisters of the Strothers 
and was regarded as the prettiest. By- 
waters considered Rothenvood as much 
his home as any place, and he was al- 
ways Miss Viola's escort to the social 
affairs of the community. They rode 
after the hounds together and before 
either was twenty years old Miss Viola 
Strother was desperately in love with 
her dare-devil cousin, who rode well, 
owned the best back ot hounds in the 
county, was handsome, accomplished 
well educated and rather thriftless. 


"Billy" Bywaters owned and trained 


blooded, high-jumping horses. He bred 
fox hounds and exhibited his horses 
and his dogs at the horse shows and 
dog shows 
of the 
country, getting 


many first prizes. He never appeared 
able to settle down to making money. 
He was the idol of his mother, 
and 


seemed to devote himself more to her 
than to any other member of his own 
family. 
He was noted in the countryside as 


the best dancer, and it was nothing 
for him to ride twenty or twenty-five 
miles at night to attend a dance. He 
was not in any sense a "lady's man,' 
yet more than half of the proudest 
young women of Culpepper and ad- 
joining counties were in love with him. 


ACTIVE IN POLITICS. 
While young Bywaters was enjoying 


life without a care and devoting htm- 
Belf 
to his horses and hounds, the 


Strother boys wtre forging ahead in 
politics. Tlu-ir father, Colonel J. 
R. 
atrother, a valorous Confederate sol- 
dier, had represented the county at the 
Richmond Assembly for years, and 
they followed in hia footsteps in poli- 
tics. 
The Strother family had 
been 


prominent in the politics of the State 
for nearly one hundred years.

Relieve the Starving Chinese. 


Today a movement will be inaugurated In the Oakland-churches 


to raise a fund to aid the millions who are starving in China. The 
•whole city should co-operate in it The tales of starvation and suf-, 
ferin^ that come tov'us across the sea from the famine-smitten dis- 
tricts of China are heartrending. Millions are feeling the keenest 
pangs of hunger, and thousands are dying in the fields and streets 
while frantically seeking something to eat. People are eating the 
bark of trees, the ends of twigs and the herbage of the fields in the 
effort to sustain hfe. 
Such awful distress must move the sym- 


pathies of the most callous. 


President Roosevelt has issued a proclamation calling for popu- 


lar aid for the starving Chinese, statmg ^contributions can be 
made either through the Red Cross or the Treasury Department. 
A portion of his proclamation reads: 


"There is an appalling famine in China. Throughout a district 


co.-ering 40,000 square miles and supporting 
a 
population of 


15,000,000, the crops have been destroyed by floods and millions 
of'people are on the verge of starvation; thousands of dwellings 
rliave been destroj ed, and their inmates are without homes. 
An 


urgent appeal has been made for the assistance, of the. United 
'States. 


"Our people have often under similar conditions of distress in 


other countries responded generously to such appeals. Amid our 
abounding prosperity and in this holiday season of good will to 
man. assuredly we should do our part to aid the unfortunates and 
relieve tbe distressed among the people of China, to whom we have 
been allied for many years in friendship and kindness." 


Since the issuance of the President's proclamation, the distress 


has become acute, owing to the severity of the winter and the 
lack of mean- of communication. We understand that the Chinese 
of this city ha\e raised among themselves $4000 for the relief of 
their starving coiuitr} men, and will raise more. But the situation 
is one that cr.lU for the sympathy and financial help of all mankind. 
The pcop'e of Oakland should not be backward in lending assistance 
The people of Reikeley are already moving in this matter, and it 
is time tlu> city should take steps for rendering immediate aid. 


The mcncment in Berkeley was inaugurated by J. G. Wright. 


W. W. Clark of Oakland ha-- addressed the following letter to this 
office in relation to Mr. \\ right's efforts to raise funds:

of the child, the mother had occasion to reprove the little one for an act of disobedience, using, perhaps, un- 
necessary warmth of temper at the time. Without hesitation the little one seized her by the hand and urged 
her toward the mirror. 


" 'Oolcxat 'orselfl" she exclaimed, her childish voice as severe as her strength permitted, at the same time 


struggling desperately to keep the angry lines from her own tiny face by puckering her lips Into a form which 
Issued a succession of soft, nonchalant "oos " 


The lesson had been taught, learned and retuaght, and who shall say how far reaching its influence? If 


one can be brought to understand the toxic effect of anger upon the whole sensorial system of the individual, 
resulting, as it frequently does, in sickness and even death, each would be more at peace with his neighbor, 
with the community, and with the world at large. 


TROUBLES LURKING IN A CUP OF TEA. 


(BY A PHYSICIAN.) 


One hears a great deal about the alcohol and opium habits and various other drug addictions, but rarely 


docs one hear a word concerning a very common and, in many cases, very Injurious habit—namely, the tea 
habit 


This habit is much more common in England, Russia and China than in the United States, but one would. 


^hardly say that it is uncommon here. 


The stimulating effect of tea is due to an alkaloid identical with the caffeine found in coffee. This prin- 


ciple is a valuable medicinal agent, but, taken habitually, exerting as it doea a powerful stimulating effect upon 
the heart and nervous system, it is a very serious matter. 
Some persons drink tea a. long time without suf- 


fering any inconvenience; others gradually develop a train of symptoms which begin with loss of appetite, dys- 
pepsia and various stomach derangements, followed by nervous palpitation of the heart, insomnia, dreams, 
broken sleep, incapacity for mental work, neuralgia and various organic ailments. Fatigue follows the slight- 
est effort. 
The complexion assumes a pasty gray color, the body becomes thin and emaciated, ana approach- 


Ing decrepitude is suggested by the appearance and every action of the victim. 


Of course, It does not follow that every one who drinks tea, even liberally, will suffer like this, but it Is 


well for every one to know what may happen. 


WILL IT MAKE US SICK TO FLY? 


(Prom the London JJancet.) 


Accidents apart, traveling by aeroplane is calculated in some directions to be a healthy mode of getting 


about from place to place. The vehicle will rise above the impurities contained in the air of the streets, and 
may even reach a level far removed from the madding crowd of microbes. 
The aeroplane, It may be as- 


sumed, will soar, It need not be at a very great height, yet, nevertheless, Into regions of the air purified by 
light, ozone and the process of sedimentation. 


All this sounds ideal, but, on the other hand, there will be a diminution of pressure which may unfav- 


orably affect the heart's action, for the pulse rate Increases as the atmosphere pressure Is withdrawn. Secre- 
tions »are diminished, while evaporation from the skin and the lungs Is decidedly augmented.

heights there are swellings of the veins and bleeding from the nose, and there is a sense of "being unable to 
use the legs and arms.

He char- 
acterized the meat trust investigation as s.n incendiary proceeding 
calculated to undermine our political institutions, destroy our re- 
spect for the rights of property and upset <>m stomachs. It turned 
the public stomach, it is true, b«t the republic still lives, thank God, 
if not the trusts. We are getting cleaner and healthier meat, too, 
by the grace of President Roosevelt, and the passage of the rate 
bill h s not thus far caused any noticeable disaster to our political 
institutions.

It is quite natural that a man mentally constituted as Chan- 


cellor Day is should resent any criticism of the manner in which a 
millionaire acquires his wealth as 
wicked, 
revolutionary 
and 


dangerous to the social order. Who would endow our colleges and 
libraries if there were no Rockefellers, Cainegies and Morgans? he 
exclaims. Yes, indeed; who would ? It does not occur to Chan- 
cellor Day that if Dives were not so rich Lazarus might not have 
to beg the crumbs from his table. He seems to think that the rich 
create the wealth they accumulate, and,/that if they were not per- 
mitted to accumulate it in any way they please, fair or foul, the 
whole human race would sink into poverty, ignorance, degradation 
and idleness. He says all the six buildings of the Syracuse Uni- 
versity were gifts from millionaires, and reminds the workingmen 
who built them that they would have had no employment but for 
the generous millionaires. 


Resistless logic! The acquisition of wealth by dishonesty and 


public robbery must not be interfered with because some rich men 
make donations to some beneficent institutions. Because some mil- 
lionaires endow some universities and libraries millionaires are the 
corner-stones of civilization and the bulwark of 
free institution?. 


Could any proposition be simpler? If a man puts a penny in the 
plate on Sunday he must not be prohibited from stealing a dollar on 
Monday. And Chancellor Day is an ordained clergyman at that. 
We are sorely afraid that if the .devil were to search the pulpits 
around Syracuse he would find some small game for his pot. 


Like all special pleaders, Chancellor Day ignores the real is- 


sue. The popular agitation now prevailing is not directed against 
legitimate enterprise or the acquisition of wealth by honest means!. 
Its object is to curb rapacity and dishonesty, to prevent transpofc-y 
tation agencies chartered by the government from being employed 
to oppress and defraud the public, to protect the people from unlawful 
spoliation. It is the method by which great fortunes are built up 
nowadays that is undergoing scrutiny; anJ the scrutiny is not 
prompted by a disposition to cripple enterprise or to prevent the 
acquisition of wealth by lawful and just means. There is no demand 
for the confiscation of honestly earned wealth, but there is a de- 
mand that public right and the laws of the land shall be respected 
and obeyed. 


It is a shabby pretense, as dishonest as the methods of the 


people he defends, <m the part of Chancellor Day to say that to re- 
quire rich men to be honest, just and law-abiding in their dealings 
is an experiment in socialism leading to the destruction of society. 
He is evidently bidding for more donations to Syracuse University. 


LORD JEFFREYS AS JUDGE. 


It is for his conduct of his high office that Jeffreys has been 


most fiercely condemned, and if he be judged by the standard of 
today, little can be said in his defense. 
Though as prosecuting 


counsel he eagerly sought convictions, he sought them 
with in- 


finitely greater passion as judge. Already proficient in the art of 
cross-examination, he practiced it from the bcncli with a skill and 
ferocity which, in the opinion of experts, entitle him to the glory 
of having perfected that not too amiable method of justice. Worse 
still, he took for granted the guilt of every prisoner brought before 
him, and, contemptuous in his certitude, he did not scruple to re- 
lieve his somber duty with flashes of rough humor and coarse 
repartee, for which perhaps a court of justice is not the best place. 
But ugly as his violence against a prisoner on trial for his life ap- 
pears to our humaner minds, we must attempt to view Jeffreys in 
his own environment, and we shall then have no 
difficulty 
in 


modifying our judgment. In the first place, he was called to th« 
bench less to administer justice than to do the king's business. In 
the second place, "a criminal trial in those days," as Sir James 
Stephen, a most eminent authority, has pointed out, "was not un- 
like a race between the king and the prisoner, in which the king- 
had a long start, and the prisoner was 
heavily weighted."

less System Will Be One of the 


Wonders of the Age. 


Deo 28 —For «om« | 


months past James Sampsell, living on 
Claremont avenue at the foot of West 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth, street, 


ao been perfecting an Invention TvhlcTi 


he believes will be one of the wonders 
of the age 
Through the control of 


Hertzian ivaves he hopes absolutely 
:o prevent collisions either on rail- 
roads or at sea and likewise make It 
a powerful affent of destruction In war- 
fare 


The indention Is a wireless system 


which Is alleged to be far superior to 
those now In use 
By It messages can 


be sent through solid walls and other 
obstacles without the use of poles or 
wires of any kind 
Sampsell, however, 


has devoted all his energies to the per- 
fecting of an apparatus which 
will 


make both railroading and sea travel 
much safer than ever before He gave 
a demonstration of his new Idea Mon- 
day before a number of scientific men, 
who were enthusiastic over Its possi- 
bilities 
Officials of the Subway and 
several railroads are Interested In the 
mention, as well as the "Lnlted States 
Government 


On a railroad equipped with his ap- 
paratus Sampsell savs that collisions 
—either head or on, rear end 01 through 
neglect of closing aw Itches—would be 
almost Impossible 
The system would 


work automatically from one engine or 
train to another without the aid of 
train wires Hertzian waves would be 
thrown out bv an automatic transmit-

Tenth ami Hou'ard streets, where 
a 


gang is engaged In \vrocking the ruins 
of the old Market-street Cable Com-

George Gentlll 


was at work on top of one of ttv1 walls 
against which an iron girder weighing 
perhaps four or five tons was loaning. 
He had been warned by the foreman 
that the wall was unsafe, but con- 
tinued to pick away the brick over 
what was formerly a window, He had 
cut half way 
through 
the 
masonry 


when the wall gave way to the weight 
of the girder and crashed down twenty 
feet to the basement, carrying Gentill 
with it. 


INJURIES SEEM FATAL. 


Gentlli lives at Broadway and Kear- 


ny street. 
He was so badly crushed 


by the falling wall that he will prob- 
ably die. 
At the Central Emergency 


hospital he was found to have three 
deep cuts In his scalp and a very bad 
fracture of the skull, an operation De- 
Ing performed later to relieve tin; pres- 
sure on 
the 
brain. 
There was also 


reason to fear that the man had been 
Internally injured. His father was em- 
ployed with him at wrecking: the build- 
ing. The father, who escaped unhurt, 
accompanied the younger man to the 
hospital, where his grief was pitiful to 
witness. 


The building 
which Is being torn 


down at Tenth and Howard 
streets, 


where tho accident occurred, is that 
built for the purposes of the old-time 
Omnibus railroad line, but for a num- 
ber of years part used as a clothing 
factory.

M. Clemenceau Dodging lasue 


'With Catholics, Says 


Castellan*.

PAHIS, Deo. 28.—My readers in 


America will give me credit for the 
fact that I have all the time reassured 
them with regard to the Issue of the 
religious crisis In France. " The gov- 
ernment of the republic," I said, "sec- 
tarian 'as It may be, will not expose 
Itself to the resistance which la sure 
to arise against it among Catholics 
by the application of the law of separ- 
ation of Church and State." 


I added, "M. Clemenseau, the Pre- 


mier, will get out of the 
difficulty 


by means of a somersault." Well, at 
the very moment that I am writing 
these lines the somersault Is being 
performed. 
M. Clemenceau, with his 


legs In the air, figuratively speaking, 
turns back on himself, and will doubt- 
less fall on his foot again. "You re- 
fuse," he says to the Catholics, "to 
conform to the law passed by Parlia- 
ment last year? 
Very well, we will 


allow you to meet In your churches, 
which we shall maintain entirely at 
your disposal, as long as It suits you, 
and on the sole and only condition 
that, once for all, you make the dec- 
laration that that you Intend to make 
use of them." 


The Catholic Church, which above 


all things Is naturally anxious not to 
have the exercise of public worship 
interrupted, knowing very well the 
moral loss It would sustain through 
such an interruption. Is hastening to 
take advantage of the tolerance ac- 
corded to it by the graceful somer- 
sault of M. Clemenceau. 
But this 


act of abnegation on the part of the 
Pope and the Bishops will not fall 
to cause considerable confusion, If not 
in the Catholic hiarchy and dogmas, 
at any rate, in the fortunes, and con- 
sequently the vital sources of. the 
faith. 


The priests and the faithful will 


continue to exercise the rites of their 
religion without resistance of any sort, 
but gradually they will be deprived 
of the Indlspenslble resources of Hie, 
and there will doubtless come a time 
when absolute necessity will lead to 
a revolt in the breasts of the faithful. 


If their complaints are answered 


with indifference, we shall see t for- 
midable struggle, or at least, an ex- 
plosion of discontent. If, on the other 
hand, they are listened to and done 
Justice to, the wilder cohorts of radi- 
calism will make them the chief butt 
of their attacks. 
So that altogether 


the somersault of M. Clemenceau has 
been a' risky one, and is likely to lead 
him into no small difficulties..

SAN PEAK CISCO, Dec. 29.—A bricklayer is boarding at 


the St. Francis Hotel—just a common, eveiyday bricklayer, 
•working at his trade. The fact itself is not important, but it 
serves to illustrate the spirit of extravagance that prevails in 
this city. It also gives an idea of the princely wages mechanics 
are receiving here. 


This particular mechanic says he can afford to live at the 


St. Francis, and doesn't see why he shouldn't eat the finest in 
the land. So when he leaves off laying brick he eats striped bass 
au gratin, oysters a la poulette and teirapin a la Maryland at 
the swellest hostelry in town, touching elbows with millionaires, 
bankers and merchant princes as if he belonged to the Four 
Hundred. It is a rare sight to see this bricklayer gourmet feed- 
ing himself with a silver knife and wiping his mouth with nap- 
kins costing $1.50 apiece. 


San Francisco was always a gay spendthrift town, but it 


was never so gay or so extravagant as it has been since the fire. 
That is, since the flush clays of the early fifties, when canvas- 
back clucks were sold for fifteen cents apiece and turkeys 
brought a dollar a pound. The aristocratic bricklayer guest of 
the St. Francis is a type of thousands, who spend money as if 
they found it in the streets. The whole town is in a fever of 
excitement, and men who used to lie content with beer and five- 
cent cigars now drink champagne and smoke pure Havanas. 
The onlv people who are economizing are the ^ery rich, who 
got hard hit in the fire. "Why, the hodcarriers eat in the best 
restaurants in town, and make nothing of throwing up a dollar 
for a meal. 


It is the work people and tbe fairly well-to-do that spend 


their money w ith such reckless prodigality, crowd the theaters 
and keep the saloons busy—they and the sales agents, insur- 
ance agents and professional men. Between them they make 
the ruins rewound with re^ elry and make the retail business as 
lively as a French fair. It is odd to think that amid all this roar 
and hustle and wassail and spendthrift extravagance there are 
thousands living in tents and shanties, fed daily from the re- 
lief fund. 


If San Francisco presented a dreary and desolated appear- 


ance before, her appearance was forlorn beyond description 
during the late rains. There was mud and slush everywhere, 
oceans of it, and people slopped around in a most bedraggled 
fashion. Nevertheless, the old town was as light of heart and 
as reckless with its money as if the skies were sunny and the 
city standir°, unhurt by fire and earthquake. Women laughed 
and chatted with merriment while they waded through the muck 
of the streets, befouling their silken skirts with the mud that 
covered sidewalks, street cars, automobiles and pretty much 
everything else. The weather was cursed in a spirit of blas- 
phemous good humor that contrasted strangely with the sur- 
rounding scenes of wreck and desolation. Optimism seems to 
thrive here on calamity and discomfort. 


Yet Ran Francisco is rebuilding rapidly 
The amount of 


work already accomplished is mar\elous. Much more would 
have been accomplished but for the lack of material. The high 
wages cause a good deal of grumbling among builders and con- 
tractors, but the high wage scale is a boon to general trade, 
since the workiiigmen spend their earnings like water and keep 
business lively and money circulating freely. If wages were 
low and everybody economi/ed and buttoned up tight, San 
FraiK isco would be dull and discouraged and the shopkeepers 
would 1me a hard time rebuilding their trade.

There have been many stories of how Kowalsky landed 


such a live one after he lost Lucky Baldwin. For the Colonel 
was not walkinu on the sunny side of Easy street for a long- 
time after the log of the California millionaire got away from 
him.

After a month or so, President McKinley notified Kow- 


alsky to call upon him and have a talk before his appointment 
was definitely made. Kowalsky arrived at the White House 
in all the elegance of a silk hat, patent leathers and faultless 
garments. 


Although a long line of people of eminence were waiting 


to see McKinley, he w/ent out of his way to be particularly polite 
to the Colonel, and personally conducted him to a comfortable 
sofa in the reception chamber. 


Now, you all know Kowalsky's great weakness. He never 


could nor can he new control his desire to sleep. He sleeps 
standing up, he is apt to fall asleep at any moment during his 
meal, and it has been said that while a burglar was hold- 
ing him up in the old Baldwin Hotel he fell asleep just as the 
thief put a revolver to his head.

Apropos the fraft crusade, I have been told an inside story 


\ of the way witnesses are bullied and badgered to give incrim- 


inating testimony against Schmitz. Former Police Commis- 
sioner Drinkhouse was called before the Grand Jury and asked 
if Schmitz had not summoned Drinkhouse and his fellow com- 
missioners, Reagan and Poheim, and told them to let up on the 
French restaurants; that Ruef had arranged matters with the 
restaurauteurs for a fund to be cut up between Ruef and the 
Mayor. 


Drinkhouse was informed that Reagan had testified to 


Schmitz making this statement, and he was given plainly to 
understand that he had better substantiate Reagan's story or 
it would be the worse for him. As a preliminary to the exam- 
ination, Drinkhouse was asked if he knew* the penalty for com- 
mitting perjury, and warned against possible consequences of 
not telling the truth, to wit, corroborating Reagan. 


Drinkhouse denied Reagan's story point blank. He was 


called again next day, but before he entered the Grand Jury 
room an emissary of the District Attorney showed him an in- 
dictment for perjury in blank, with the gentle suggestion that 
if his testimony was "wrong" his name would be written in, 
the blank spaces. He was given to understand that it rested 
with himself whether or not he would be indicted and prose- 
cuted for perjury. 


Drinkhouse told the Grand Jury that Schmitz never said 


anything that would convey the idea that a money considera- 
tion was involved in renewing the licenses of the French restau- 
rants. Schmitz, he said, told the commissioners that he was 
not in favor of a closed town, and that the French restaurants 
having been allowed to run undisturbed during the Pond, San- 
derson and Phelan administrations, he was opposed to interfer- 
ing with them now. Schmitz said the French restaurants were 
popular and were patronized by a great majority of the leading 
citizens of the town, and he did not think it good policy to close 
them up, since they had been running ever since San Fran- 
cisco was a city.

The dreadful rumor that Gillett proposes to cut off the

Fellows who 
have never strained anything but their jaws and the seats of 
their pants are hustling like Chicago drummers for testimon- 
ials and influence. It is certainly a rude shock for the bar- 
nacles to learn that the Governor-elect does not regard the 
water-front as a snug harbor for decayed ward workers and 
a haven for political derelicts. 


There is every reason to believe that Gilleit proposes to 


give the Harbor Commission a general shaking up. He wants 
more business and less politics on the water-front. Besides, he 
is not in love with the personnel of the force as it is at present 
constituted. He has given the shippers and merchants his 
promise that there will be a business administration on the 
water-front, but beyond that he has given no promise to any- 
body. Nobody seems to know whom he will appoint to succeed 
Commissioner Spear. 


It is generally believed that Johnny Mackenzie will hold 


his job, but that is not absolutely certain. A good many subor- 
dinates will have to walk the plank after the Legislature ad- 
journs. 


The rumor that Walter Parker is to succeed Johnny Lynch 


as Collector of Internal Revenue does not appear to be "well 
founded. One thing is certain, Parker is not trying to oust 
Lynch from his job. 


Lynch and Parker are close personal and political friends, 


and have the same friends in common. They have been work- 
ing together for years, and no breach in their relations has 
taken place. 


It is true that Lynch has several times during the last year 


spoken of retiring from the collectorship, and he may now be 
getting ready to give it up. If Parker is to succeed him, it 
may be taken for granted that Lynch will go out voluntarily. 


But Walter Parker does not have to hi^nt for a Federal 


job. He is a very capable man, and has been very useful to 
the powers that be. He organized Gillett's fight south of Te- 
hachapi, and it was the vote down there that gave Gillett the 
election. Parker also rounded up the delegates for Gillett in 
the Santa Cruz convention.

DETERMINING OF SEX 


LONDON, Dec. 29.—Professor T. H. Morgan read a 


paper yesterday before the American Society of Naturalists 
dealing with the general 
subject, "The Biological 
and 


Significance and Control of Sex," which excited much in- 
terest because he discussed the possibility of determining sex 
in human beings. He seriously questioned the theory which 
has prevailed of recent years that nutrition has an intimate 
relation to sex determination. He said that it is apparent 
that so many other external factors than food may be in- 
volved that the slight difference upon which the conclusion 
as to nutrition is based may be due to other conditions than 
nutrition. If nutrition really was such a factor as had been 
conceded, a far greater disproportion of -males to females in 
the offspring of th« rich and of the poor shotrid be looked for, 
he said, than has :been shown by Busing, a German biologist 
statistician's, figures on the subject. Recent experiments in 
Europe with rats and mice had shown that even extreme con- 
ditions of starvation and of feeding produced no effect upon 
the birth rate of males and females.

Joseph B. Coghlan, commandant of tho 
Brooklvn navy >ard, though recently re- 
tired, is probably the most prominent 
man In the public eye In the army 01 1 
navy toc'ay. It wlH be remembered that ' 
directly after the famous "Koch Der 
Kaiser" Incident Admiral Coghlan was 
"exiled" to the Puget Sotmd navy yard.

stock greeting, imlle and handshake, he 
retired 
somewhat 
nonplussed.

Coghlan also noticed that he had made 
no Impression of his personality.

"Joe. Mr. Roosevelt did not know who 
you were. Go up and tell him. He didn't 
recognize you."

18 years. The concurring member* base 
their decision on the belief that the form 
of waterway In question will afford the 
moat convenient and most rapid passage 
and will be greatly less liable to accident 
and obstruction than any structure on a 
high level. These are among the promi- 
nent reasons advanced by the minority 
for their strong advocacy of a lock canal, 
which they consider the better one be- 
cause of the following characteristics: 
(1) Greater capacity for traffic than af- 
forded by the narrow waterway proposed 
by the board, (2) greater safety for ships 
and less clanger of interruption to traffic 
by reason of the wider,and deeper chan- 
cels which the lock canal makes possi- 
ble at small cost, (3) quicker passage 
across the Isthmus for large sblpfl or a 
large traffic. (4) materially less time re- 
quired for construction, (5} materially less 
cost. 


The argument and plan of the minority 


have received the Indorsement of the 
commission, with one exception, of the 
administration and of the chief engineer. 
The President only awaits the approval of 
Congress to proceed with the work along 
the lines Indicated by the minority proj- 
ect, and It Is probable that the future 
Panama Canal will be built after the de- 
sign of the five American engineers who 
differed from the flailing of their col- 
leagues. 


Like many another solution to a great 


problem, the plan Is the most pimple 
1 that 


has yet been advanced nnd will entail less 
work than any other. It consists In the 
formation of two artificial Inkes to cover 
the isthmus from sea to sea. How this 
Is to be accomplished may better be nn- 
derstood by a consideration of the con- 
figuration of the neck of land between 
Colon and Panama. The Island of Man- 
Bnnlllo, upon which Colon stands, lies 
largely below water level. From the shore 
the ground rises, in the course of seven 
miles, to a 00-foot elevation at Gattm. It 
then dips sharply, and from 
Gntuu to 


Oblspo. n distance of 23 miles, It main- 
tains a general elevation of 40 feet above 
the mean level of the Atlantic. 
Oblspo 


Is the^ northern entrance to the divide 


•• and Pedro Miguel Is the southern exit. 


The distance between these points Is 
eight miles. 
From Pedro Miguel to Sosa 


Hill, on the shore of Panama nay. Is s 
Btreteu of sis miles of land, hardly any- 
where exceeding 10 feet above the mean 
level of the Pacific Ocean. 


A huge dam at Gatnn will arrest and 


Impound the waters of the Chagrea and 
Its confluents, so as to form a lake 110 
square miles In extent, stretching 
to 


Oblspo, with normal water level at 85 
feet elevation. The same level will be 
maintained In the Culebra Cut from Obls- 
po to Pedro Miguel. 
This stretch of 


about 32 miles will constitute the snm- 
-mlt" level of the canal.

aide of the divide a system of dams, 
designed to entrap the Rio Grande, will 
convert the six miles of..the-.line ,from 
Pedro Miguel to Sosh Ellllnto a; aecoUd 
lahvwrltb.a water'level of 65 feet.

Gatun the sofonilt will be reached by 
means of a triple flight of duplicate locks,

•chemc dispenses with a v ' amount of 
excavation as compared with the sea-level 
plan and necessarily entail* lesa than any 
lesjt canal at a lower level than 80. la 


order to secure a uniform depth of 45 feet 
there Is practically no dredging to be 
done between points 8 and 25. and very 
little between the latter point and Oblapo 
at point 31. The bottom of the cnt Is now 
at about elevation ISO, and the project 
under consideration will require Its ex- 
cavation only to 40 feet above sea level, 
Instead of to 40 below it, aa with the 
board's plan, and It malt be remem- 
bered that tbe work avoided would be 
through bard rock for the greater part. 
On the far side ot tbe divide, with the 
exception of an Insignificant nob or two 
and a needle about midway, all is soft 
earth; there Is no dredging needed in or- 
der to secure the 45-foot depth throughout 
Lake Sosa.

For a dla- 
tance of nearly 10 miles from tbe en- 
trance locks the channel will have a 
width in general exceeding half a. mllo 
and affording lake navigation, so that 
vessels may anciior, pass and change d|. 
rection freely. Beyond Son Pablo, the 
24-mile point, the channel will decrease to 
800 feet for about four miles and then to 
COO for the remainder of the way to 
Oblspo. Through the heaviest porti'on of 
the Culebra cut the canal will be 2UO 
feet wide, which Is the minimum bottom 
width along the ilne. 
Immediately be- 


yond the locks at J'edro Miguel ,the chan- 
nel again broadens to 500 feet, rapidly en- 
larging to 1,000 feet, and for two miles 
runs through a deep expanse of water 
more than a mile In breadth to the Sosa 
locks. Thence for a distance of four miles 
to the seven-fathom curve beyond Isla 
Perico the channel will have a 300-foot 
bottom at the standard depth of 45 feet

Is the great earth dam across the Cbagres 
at Gatun. 
^t will be by far the largest 


end strongest structure of Its bind In the 
world, dwarfing the dams of San I.eandro 
nnd 1'llari-ltos, In California. 
Its top vclll 


be 50 feet above tbe water level In the 
lake and 100 feet wlda. 
At the water 


line the distance through the dam will be 
S74 feet and at sea level the correspond- 
ing distance will be more than tmlf a 
mile. It will have a length of 7,700 feel 
and will contain 21,200,000 cubic yards of 
material. 
It will exert n weight upon Its 


foundation equal to about one ton per 
square foot for every 20 feet of height. 
Under tbe highest portion of the embank- 
ment the pressure will be six and o half 
tons per square foot. 
The regulating 


works will consist of a solid mass of 
masonry almost 70 feet in elevation. On 
the top of the crest grooved piers eight 
feet In thickness will be fitted with sluice 
Kates capable of discharging 140,000 cubic 
feet of water per second when the lake 
Is no more than one foot above the normal 
level. 
These regulating works can be de- 


pended" upon to prevent the lafcs rising 
more than two feet on occasions of exces- 
sive flood. 


The function of Late Oatun In affording

condition of unexpected uncertainty by the 
extraordinary finding of the Senate com- 
mittee In favor of a sea-level waterway.

That Is tbe foct that 
tbe majority of tbe International board 
of consulting engineers favored that plan. 
This consideration, however, lose* tbe 
greater part of Its weight In view of tbe

some prndipal hand to dispense it. 


Not that other days lacked spend- 


thrifts. 
They have left their records 


In the classics. It is said that the sup-

lars, and they tell of Lucullus that 
at one meal he devoured a whole es- 
tate. 


But these are Instances shrouded in 


antiquity. 
They may or may not be 


true, and more likely are huge exag- 
gerations, such as the early writers 
loved to indulge In to add glory to 
<the period of which they wrote. 


Moreover, there were, even In the 


•days of imperial Rome's unbounded 
wealth, only occasional spendthrifts. 


The modern sytsem Is bringing out

In many of the plays he took part,

counted for.

After the inflam- 
mation has been reduced there is a 
medicated paper that will keep the 
skin of the Joint soft and prevent the 
swelling if worn constantly.
